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PREFACE. 



The Charters in this Collection with the exception of the one dated 30th December 
1687 (3 James II), establishing a Municipal Corporation and Major’s Court at 
Madras, which is believed to be now printed for the first time, have been reprinted 
from a work entitled “ Charters granted to the East India Company from 160 i ; 
also the Treaties and Grants made with or obtained from the Princes and Powers 
in India from the year 1756 to 1772.’’ It is not known at the India Office what 
has become of the originals, but those granted to the first or London Company \ 
were no doubt given up, and perhaps destroyed, when they were surrendered 
to Queen Anne under the circumstances mentioned presently, and the others may 
be among the records of the House of Commons, having been called for by 
the Committee appointed in November 1767 to consider the question of the sovo- * 

reignty of Bengal, Behar and Orissa. Where any verification of the printed 
collection has appeared to be necessary, reference has been made to the Patent 
Rolls at the Record Office in London'. 

The Book appears to have been printed for the East India Company in 1771 
and is now becoming scarce. Indeed it may be doubted whether any copies are 
to be met with in the precise form indicated by the Title, most of them having 
had added to them the Charter of the Supreme Court of Calcutta, dated 26th 
March 1774, and being without'the Treaties and Grants. 

It will be observed that the Title speaks of the Charters granted to the East 
India Company from 1601, and in the body of the work 1601 is given as the year 
of our Lord which included the 31st December in the 43rd year of Queen E) : ibeth, 
but the Charter given under that date is that wtnoh was granted, according to Lord 
Macaulay, on the last day of the sixteenth century, and in the less poetic language 
of other writers, on the 31st December 1600. The mistake probably arose from 
the Statutes of 43 & 44 Elizabeth being stated in the Prologue to havo.beeu ouacteA 
at the Parliament begun and bolden at Westminster th * seven and t wentieth day 
of October in the three and fortieth yea? of tho reign of Quoin Elizabeth, ‘‘ami 
there continued until the dissolution thereof, being tho 1->rli of December m x 
following, 1601;” but this must mean iron? the 27U. October to tlu* 11Mb 
December 1601, as Quean Elizabet 1 began to reign on the 17th November 1558, 

A lira ft of the Charter g? anted n the 31st December 100«h which hud been 
prepared bv Mr. Altham, ami for winch he was paid £4, was app.-.oved m a 
Meeting of the Advent urcre, or as they would now be called IVeruouM held ?* 
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Founder’s Hall in the City of London on the 30th September 1600, and was 

submitted to the Queen for sanction. It was at that time intended that the 

Company’s business should be managed by seventeen Committees or Directors, 
but at a Meeting held on the 30th October it was resolved that there should be a 
Governor and twenty-four Committees, and that Alderman Thomas Smith should 
be the first Governor and the twenty-four gentlemen named in the Charter the 
first Committees. 

The next three Charters granted to the Company have not been printed, but 
are shortly described in a list of printed Charters appended to the collection above 
mentioned, and reprinted at the end of this volume. They are dated respectively 

the 23rd February 1604 (1 James I), 5th January 1607 (4 James I), and 8th 

February 1608 (5 James I), and are all licenses to transport foreign money and 
silver, in continuation and extension of the similar privilege contained in the 
Charter of 43 Elizabeth. 

Then comes the printed Charter of 31st May 1609 (7 James I), by which the 
privileges of the Company were confirmed and extended, but no remarkable alter¬ 
ation was made in its constitution. Twenty-four Charters followed which were 
granted bet y< en the years 1609 and 1639, and which have not been printed, as 
with the exception of three which will be noticed presently, they were merely 
Licenses, to sell spices ungarbled in whole packs; pardons for former contempts 
concerning tlio same, and for certain offences of a like nature; and Licenses to 
transport foreign silver and bullion, and foreign or English gold. 

The three Charters which do not come within this category are first, a 
Charter that neither the Governor'and Company nor their goods and merchandizes 
shall be hereafter sued, vexed, arrested, molested, or disquieted in respect of their 
trading, and divers other privileges, datod 1th December 1611 (8 James I); 
secondly, a Charter for the Governor and Company to chastise and correct all 
English persons residing in the East Indies, and committing any misdemeanour, 
either with Martial law or otherwise, dated 4th February 1622 (20 James I); and 
thirdly, a Charter dated 17th August 1626 (2 Charles 1), empowering the Governor 
and Company to erect Mills and Houses for making the saltpetre imported by them 
into gunpowder. 

The last-mentioned Charter was granted in consequence of the Company’s 
Powder Mills in the County of Surrey having been complained of by the inhabitants 
i" iho vicinity, and ordered to bo demolished, and t( enable the Company to erect, 
ni 'v Powder Mill: in the Counties of Kent and Sussex, in situations to which the 
b : objections oonltl not be made. 

I’he principal object of the Charter of 1622 appears to have Imen to enable Hi. 
Majod , to require th Btates-Genorol of Holland to issue or lore t,o the servants 
■1 the in lull Ea-1 India Company to abstain from future of injustice and 
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oppression towards the servants of the London East India Company, and to grant 
redress of grievances, and compensation for losses, the existence of which had been 
verified by legal process. So far as concerns the administration of justice in India 
it appears not to have been of much value, for on the 22nd October lbol the 
Company presented a petition to the Council of State in England complaining that 
they had been for years without proper authority to enforce obedience in the 
English subjects within their limits, and praying that powers might be given un er 
the Great Seal of England to their Presidents and Councils in India to enforce 
obedience in all Englishmen resident within their jurisdiction, and to punish 

offenders conformably to the laws of England. 

At this time (1051) the disputes had begun which led to the war with the 
Dutch declared in August 1G52, and terminated by the treaty of Westminster 
concluded on the 5th April 1G54, Under this treaty the sum of £85,000 was paid 
by the Dutch as compensation for tho damages which they had inflicted upon the 
Company by depriving them of all share in the trade with the Spice Islands, and by 
the massaeyo of Amboyua “ as the republic of England was pleased to term that 
fact.” Difficulties arose, however, as to the apportionment of this money among » 
the several Joint Stocks of which the Company’s Capital was thon composed, and it 
wa 3 therefore deposited with Sir Thomas Vyner and Alderman Riccaid as Tiusttes 
for the parties interested. Thereupon the Lord Protector proposed to borrow the 
whole amount for tho exigencies of the State, and ultimately it was agieed that i.< 
should have £50,000 out of it, on his giving the Company an Agreement under the 


Great Seal that it should be repaid in eighteen months. 

This 'serves to explain how there ivas granted on the 10tli August lh>< a 
Warrant to pay the Company £50,000 lent by them for tho use of tho Common- 
wealth, £^8 mentioned in the list of un printed Charters. 

In 16S7 tho Company obtained a Charter from Cromwell, but no copy of it can 
bo discovered either among the records of the Stato or of the Company. It had 
however the effect of pacifying the principal members of the Merchant. Advcnturtms 
to the East Indies (a body .who had been agitating for tho right of the members of 
tho Company individually to employ their own stocks, servants and shipping, m 
such a. way as they might consider most to their own advantage) and of u,J;.cu,g 
tho formation of a now Joint Stock, which took over all tho Compacts farts, 
factories, privileges and immunities in India and Persia, thus getting vul of the 
conflicting interests of the several Joint Stocks, which had caused. con?n1v'*Wo 
trouble in the adjustment of accounts and otherwise. 


The restoration,of King Charles II took pi. e on the

tho 18th December of the same year (12 Charles II) the Company obim id 
License to transport £00 : - 00 in foreign gold or bullion: followed on tho 111 
January by a License to regain possession of the Maud of Roono or (’uln Room:. 
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This island, otherwise called Rohun or Polaroon, one of the Banda group of 
the Moluccas, had been taken possession of by the Company in 1616, with the view 
of obtaining a share in the spice trade, but though their servants had successfully 
resisted an attempt made by the Dutch to drive them oxxt in 1617, they were 
forced to give it up in* 1623. Its return was stipulated for in the treaty of West¬ 
minster, and the Dutch Commissioners who were sent to congratulate Charles II 
on his restoration brought with them a copy of the orders which the States- 
Goneral and the Dutch East India Company had issued to the Governor-General of 
Batavia to cede the Island to the English. This led to the grant of the last- 
mentioned Charter, but it was not till the 25th March 1665 that the Company 
obtained possession. It was then more than a month after war between the two 
nations had begun again in Europe, and the Dutch upon receiving intelligence of 
this at once retook the island, and as they were able to keep it till peace was 
restored by the treaty of Breda, concluded on the 3 1st July 1667, it became under 
the terms of that treaty the property of the States-General. 

The printed Charter of the 3rd April 1661 (13 Charles II), which comes next 
in order of date to that relating to Pula-Roone, made an important change in the 
nature of the Company. The Charters obtained from Queen Elizabeth and King 
Jam's 1 had conferred no privileges, except the exclusive trade to the East Indies, 
which might not well have been given to ordinary traders for the better conduct of 
their business; and even the exclusive trade can hardly be regarded, if looked at 
in the light of the political economy of that day, as an exceptional privilege. It is 
true that all monopolies established by royal authority had been declared by 21 
James I, c. 3, to be null and void, but by section 9 of that Act it was expressly 
provided that any Company or Society of Merchants which had been erected for the 
maintenance, enlargement, or Ordering of ary trade of merchandize should retain 
all legal privileges; and that the Company’s right to the exclusive tiado to tho East 
Indies was a legal privilege, was decided by the Court of King’s Bench in the case 
of the East India Compan; v. Bands, better known as the great case of Monopolies, 
and reported in Howell’s State Trials, Yol. X, p. 371, and 2 Shower, 366, on tho 
around, as explained in if later case of the Merchant Adventurers v. Rebow 
{•> Modern, 131 ), that the Company’* Charter only prohibited a trade with infidels, 
with whom we should have no communication without the King’s license, lest we 




•should fox sake tiio C dholie faith and turn infidels. 

By the Charter of 13 Charles li, however, privileges of an entirely new 
chara-ter were granted to the Company. The ir factories wore placed under their 
rwr miHud, they w< i'o nut homed to rppcmt Governors and other officers, to 
•nul pear; or war with a.y princes or people that were not Christians, and to 
'M'cot 'ortilwan'-ni;? nl St. Helen;.. 03 veil in the East Indies, and their Governors 
ami Councils wore empowered to udnxinibtoi* civil and criminal law. 
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St. Helena had been in the occupation of the Dutch up to 1651 when they 
abandoned it and carried the colonists to their new settlement at the Cape of Good 
Hope. It was then taken possession of by the Company, whose right to it was 
acknowledged and confirmed by the Charter of 13 Charles II, and though the 
Company’s servants were expelled by the Dutch in 1G95 and did not return for 
some months, no doubts as to the continuance of their rights appear to have then 
arisen. The Island being however again captured by the Dutch, and retaken on 
the 4th May 1073 by a King’s fleet, without the aid of the Company, it wa3 con¬ 
sidered to have become the property of the Crown to be disposed of according to 
the King’s pleasure, and was accordingly granted to the Company by the Charter 
of the 16th December 1674 (25 Charles II). 

With regard to the administration of justice nothing appears to have been 
done towards carrying into effect the provisions of the Charter of .‘661 till the 
beginning of the year 1678. Tip to that time the arrangements in Madras (then the 
chief of the Company’s settlements in India) for the administration of justice 
appear from Mr. Wheeler’s “ Madras in the Olden Time ” to have been as follow s ;— 

It was the duty of the Customer or Fourth in Council, Mint Master and Pay 
Master, or any two of them, to sit every Tuesday and Friday in the Choultry to do 
the common justice of the Town, and to tako care that the Scrivener of tbo 
Choultry duly registered all sentences in Portuguese, and that an ex a *t RoMstcr 
was kept of all alienations or sales of slaves, houses, gardens, boats, ships, <tc., 
the Company’s due for the same to be received by the Customer, and the Bills or 
Certificates for such sales to be signed by the persons in the offices aforesaid, or 
any two of them. 

The Purser Gene ral or Pay Master had also to take charge of the concerns 
of deceased men, and to keep a book for registering Wills and Testaments, and 
Inventories of deceased persons; the moneys so received to bo paid into the 
Company’s Cash; and in the same book to keep a register of births, christenings, 
marriages, and burials of all English men and ‘women.within the town. It would 
appear also from the account given by Mr. Wheeler of what took place on rho 
death of a soldier of the garrison under a punishment inflicted on him by a Serjeant 
and Corporal, that the Justices acted also as Coroners, assisted by some sufficient 
gentlemen of the English nation. 

On the 18th March 1678, by which time the inhabitants of Madras had y;ivrt ly 
increased; and many complaints had been made oi tho want of an ndmimsf v;?(mu 
of justice ill cases which could not be decided by the Justices of Iho Choultry, 
the Agent and Council resolved that unde) the Royal Charter of 13 Charles ! 
they had power to judge all persons living under them in all cases whether 
criminal < i civil acc< ‘ding to the ' and to execute judgment, accord¬ 

ingly; and it was determined that [lie Governor and Council huiihi h in Cm 
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Chapel in the Fort on every Wednesday and Saturday to hear and judge all 
causes ; and that the Justices of the Choultry and Constables under them should 
execute all orders of the Court, such as writs, summonses for jurymen, executions 
after judgment, and apprehensions of criminals. This High Court of Judicature 
was not however intended to supersede the Court of the Justices of the Choultry. 
Al l small misdemeanours, breaches of the peace, and actions for debt, not exceeding 
fifty pagodas, were still to be decided by these Justices. 

* Meanwhile, no less than eleven new Charters had been granted to the 
Company, three of which are printed in this collection. The others are a 
discharge to the Governor and Company for selling two East India Prizes, and 
tor the monies raised thereby, dated 6th February 1608 (20 Charles II); a Release 
to the Governor and Company of several covenants made between them and the 
Commissioners of the Navy, touching some ships sent to the East Indies, dated 
7th October 1673 (24 Charles II); a Grant to the Governor and Company of 
several sums of money out of the Customs, also dated 7th October 16 to (<-1 
Charles II); a Confirmation to the Governor and Company of Articles concerning 
the sale of four Dutch Prizes, dated 27th October 1674 (25 Charles II); a 
discharge to the Governor and Company for monies made by the sale of four 
Dutch Prizes, dated 13th March 1674 (26 Charles II); and three warrants to the 
Governor and Company to receive £40,000, £60,000 and £50,000 out of the 
Exchequer, dated 21st October 1677 (28 Charles II), 24th January 1677 (29 
Charles II), and 22nd November 1678 (30 Charles II). 

The first of the three printed Charters obtained during tuis period was 
the Grant of the Island of Bombay, dated 27th March 1669 (20 Gliarles II). 
This Island had been ceded to King Charles by the crown of Portugal, as part 
of the dowry of the Infanta Catherine, whom the King married in Juno 1661, and 
the acquisition was welcomed as an extension of His Majesty’s dominions which 
would afford to the English a port at which their trade could be in security, and 
more under the royal protection. It may bo doubtod however whether the Com¬ 
pany looked with entire satisfaction on the prospect of a factory being established 
w , bin their limits, which would not be under their own control, especially as the 
acquisition of Bombay for themselves had been already under their consideration. 

j u 1052 the President and Council of Surat, who had been looking for some 
insular or foi lifiod station in which their property and persons might be secure, 
should a civil war break out, or an European enomy attack their defenceless

It is not surprising therefore to find that the Earl of Marlborough and Sir Abi aliam 
Shipman who were sent out to take possession of Bombay received little assistance 
from the Company’s servants in overcoming the difficulties about the sunendei 
which were raised by the Portuguese authorities in India, or those which subse¬ 
quently attended the maintenance of the island as a King s possession, and after a 
short time induced His Majesty to transfer it to the Company . 

The Commissioners sent from Surat to take possession on behalf of he 
Companv made an elaborate Report in which (amongst other things) they requested 
that a Judge Advocate might be appointed, as the people were accustomed to civil 
law, and apparently as a temporary measure two Courts of Judicature were 
formed, tho inferior Court consisting of a Company’s civil officer, assisted by 
native officers, who took cognizance of all disputes under the amount of two 
hundred xeraphins, and the superior Court consisting of the Deputy Governor 
and Council whose decisions were to be final and without appeal, except in ease:. 


of the greatest necessity. 

The Court of Committees while approving generally of this plan desiivd thfit 
caro should be taken that trial by Jury should be introduced, and declined to 
appoint a Judge versed in the civil law, being apprehensive that such a person 
might he disposed to promote litigation and probably might not obc, tho older 
which the President and Council might find it for the interest of the Company to 
give him. They therefore resolved to send out as civil servants some persons who 
had received education in the law without, making its practice their only obje v, and 
who might, if they deserved well, be appointed assistants in the Courts of Justice. 

The printed Charter which follows the Grant of Bombay is that dated 16th 
December 1074 (25 Charles II), by which the Island of St. Helena was granted to 
the Company under the circumstances already mentioned. 

The most noticeable feature of tho next printed Charter, that of the 5th 
October 1077 (28 Charles II), is the authority to the Company to coin mom y at 
Bombay. Tins subject had been for some time under discussion, and in 1071 the 
Government of Bombay had recommended that four distinct species of money 


should be coined, viz., Gold to be called Curolinas; Silver or Anglinas , Copper or 
Copporoons, and Tin or Tinnies. The authorities in England however appear to 
have thought it bc.-t to retain the names of the existing native currency. :\ rant 
for the coinage of pagodas had been established at Madras some years b« fore.. 

In 1683 (35 Charles II) four Charters of some importance wore grant oil o' 
Company, but only one of them, that dated tho 0th August, has been printed. 
The others were k Charter dated 5th July for payment to the Company of 
£10,463-10-0 for 1.051 tonsof Saltpetre ; and two 1 hai.evs, dab <! i - Augi>t- ami 
14th September respectively, authorising and dir- , ting the Coma s n tie -- of '.ho 
Admiralty to grant Commissions to sm-U persons as I lie Oompa o -liouh! veeoui- 
utend, and otherwise to assist them against the King of Barium. 
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This Potentate was a protege of the Dutch, with whose assistance he had 
dethroned his father, and turned the English out of the country. The old King 
had however shortly before this occurrence sent an embassy to England with a 
present- to King Charles of fifty Bahars of white pepper, which was graciously 
received about the same time that the intelligence of the revolution reached 
England, and His Majesty’s sympathy was easily enlisted on behalf of the deposed 
monarch. Negotiations for his restoration were entered into with the Government 
of Holland, and a squadron under the command of Captain Nicholson sent to his 
assistance, but upon the arrival of the ships at Bantam it was found that all the 
representatives of the Company had left for Surat. This seems to have put an 
end to any interest in the dethroned prince. Captain Nicholson sailed for Bombay 
to help in extirpating the Interlopers, and no further attempt was made to re¬ 
establish the factory, which for eighty years had been considered by the Company 
one of their most important stations. It was hoped that the new factory of 
Pvyaman on the west coast of Sumatra, shortly afterwards removed to Bencoolenor 
I’ort Marlborough, about three hundred miles to the southward, would replace 
Bantam as the centre of the pepper trade, but the hope was not realized. Tho 
station having been represented by the Company in 1760 to be likely with attention 
and encouragement to become an object of the greatest importance to the trade of 
the United Kingdom carried on in these parts, a Municipal Corporation and 
Mayor’s Court similiar to those then existing at Calcutta, Madras and Bombay 
were established there by a Charter, dated 20th December 1760 (1 George III) ; 
and the provisions of the Company’s Mutiny Act (27 George II, c. 9) were 
extended to it by 1 George III, c. 14; but within the next thirty years Lord 
Cornwallis, then Governor-General, in a letter to Mr. Dundas, the President of the 
Board of Control, dated 4th November 1788, after remarking upon the absurdity 
of having a Counoil, senior and junior merchants, factors and writurs at Bombay, 
to load one ship in the year, aud collect a very small revenue, says :—“ It is nearly 
an equal absurdity, though upon a smaller scale, to have an establishment that costs 
nearly £40,000 a year at Bencoulen to facilitate the purchase of one cargo of 
pep ; - >” aud jr> October 1803 the Chairman of the Court of Directors, Mr. Jacob 
Bosanquet, wrote to the Governor-General, tho Marquis of Wellesley :— “ I think 
it a useless drain upon our finances and that its commercial advantages aro not 
eouivaleui. to its expense. In v military point of view, or as a station, 1 aujlnot 
aware that it possesses any.” 

The factory, to which rank it was reduced, and made subordinate to Fort 
,Uiam, ! 42 George 1II, c. 29, was however kept up till J82-: when if *os given 

to the Dutch in cxehuugefor their possessions in India. 

The only person learned in the civil laws that was sent- out to India under 
f... provisions of the <’barter of 9th August J683 (35 Charles II) was Dr. John 
Sfc. John lie was appointed Judge of the Court at Surat- to which Bombay was 
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then subordinate, by a Commission from the King, dated 6th February, and one 
from the Company, dated 7th April 1684, but soon became involved in disputes 
•with the Governor, Sir John Child, who limited his jurisdiction to maritime cases, 
and appointed Mr. Vaux to be Judge in civil actions. 

At Madras the President of the Council was appointed to supply the place of 
Judge Advocate till one should arrive, but this caused great dissatisfaction, and it 
was resolved by the President and Council that, instead of the President’s accept¬ 
ing this appointment, the old Court of Judicature should be continued, and causes 
tried there as formerly under the authority of the Charter ot 13 Charles II, until 
the arrival of a Judge Advocate, which did not take place till 1687. 

Mr. Ord, the Chief of the Council of the new factory of Pryainan, was also 
appointed to act as a Judge Advocate, and was probably transferred to Bencoolen 
when it was determined that it should be the principal settlement in Sumatra. 

The, Court of Admiralty in Bengal, of which Captain Nicholson was appointed 
Judge Advocate in 1686 appears to have been a mere temporary arrangement for 
condemning the prizes that were expected to be taken by Captain Nicholson’s fleet 
from the Mogul and the Nabob of Dacca in an ill advised attack upon these princes, 
which resulted in the Company’s servants being driven out of Bengal, and forced 
to take refuge in Madras. 

In 1684 (1 James IJ) a Proclamation was issued restraining all His Majesty’s 
subjects, except the Governor and Company and their Agents, from trading to the 
East Indies, but this has not been printed. 

Under the Charter of 12th April 1686 (2 James II), by which the Courts of 
Admiralty were reconstituted. Sir John Biggs was appointed Judge Advocate at 
Madras. This gentleman had boeu Recorder of Portsmouth, and on account of 
his “ understanding well not only that constitution but the practical way of 
proceeding it,” was appointed Recorder of the Mayor’s Court at Madras which was 
established by the Charter of 30th December 1687 (3 James II). Tim question 
was discussed at a Cabiuet Council held on Sunday the lltli December 1687, 
whether this Charter should not proceed from the King under the Great Seal of 
England, but upon the representation of the Governor of the Company, who, 
together with the Deputy Governor, had been commanded to be in attendance, 
that in his opinion no person in India should be employed by immediate ooimnisMon 
from His Majesty, because the wind of extraordinary honor in their heads would 
probably make them so haughty and overbearing, that the Company would be 
forced to remove them, as had happened in the case of Dr. St. Jo 1 "' and *iv John 
Child, His Majesty thought- it best that it should go under the Compa -y’s Sent, 
because the Corporation must t e always in some measure subject <u the control 
of the Company’s President and Council; and so at length it was agreed. 

A full account of th« ceremonies attending the publiea ion of this I’liartci 
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at Madras pn the 29th September 1688 will be found in Mr. Wheeler’s Madras in 
the Olden Time, which may also be consulted as to the mode of procedure in the 
Mayor’s Court. 

It is somewhat remarkable that though French, Portuguese, and Hebrew 
merchants were appointed Aldermen, no mention is made of the Danish merchants, 
who, on the marriage of the Princess Anne to Prince George of Denmark, were, 
granted pel-mission to reside at Madras and to trade free of customs at that port, 
reciprocal privileges having been granted by the King of Denmark to the English 
at Tranquebar. 

It is also worthy of notice that the Court of Committees in their general 
letter to Madras of the 22nd January 1692 expressed their opinion that too many 
Englishmen had been admitted to the Office of Aldermen, and therefore recom¬ 
mend. d that in future the Aldermen should be of different castes, viz., one 
Armenian, one or two Hebrews, one or two Portuguese, one or two Gentoos, and 
one Moor or Mussulman. It was found, however, that this recommendation could 
noth'- ictod upon, because the Armenians refused to accept the office; the Jews 
qualified for it had loft Madras; the Portuguese were unwilling to officiate for 
fear of their countrymen at St. Thome; and it was not safe to confide in the 
Moors. 

The next Charter is an unprinted warrant, dated 3rd October 1689 (1 William 
and Mary), for the payment to the Company of £22,500 for 500 tons of brown 


saltpetre. 

Then comes the printed Charter of the 7th October 1693 (5 William and 
Mary, which, was granted, as stated in tho recitals, in consequence of a doubt 
having arisen whether the foi ner Charters had not been forfeited by the omission 
of the Company to pay the duties imposed upon joint stocks by 4 and 5 William 
and Mary, c. 15. This was followed by an unprinted Charter, dated 26th October 
1093 (5 William and Mary), giving the Company a discharge for the tenth part of 
prizes taken by them, and due to His Majesty. 

The next Charter, that of the 11th November 1693 (5 William and Mary), 
contains the orders and qualifications made by His Majesty pursuant to the power 
'•-served by the Charter of the 7th October. Both wore confirmed with some 
modifications by the Charters of 28th September 1694 (6 William and Mary), 
and 13th April 1698 (10 William III). 

j\ eantime the Company had been trying hard to got their privileges confirmed 
by ,be House of Commons, a- a resolution had been passed by tha body in 1693 
tlmt it was the right of all Englishmen to trade to the East Indies, or any part 
of the world, unless prohibited by Act of Parliament, The Company therefore 
propos'd to ad vane* £700,000 at four per cent, interest for the public service on 
condition of i,l cir privileges being confirmed by Parliament, but wore outbidden 
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by a number of private merchants, who offered £2,000,000 at eight per cent., 
provided they might have the exclusive trade to India vested in them, and should 
not be obliged to trade as a Joint Stock, unless they should afterwards desire 
to be incorporated for that purpose. The latter offer was accepted, and it was 
provided by the Statute 9 and 10 William III, c. 44, that the subscribers of the 
£2,000,000 should be incorporated by the somewhat cumbrous name of “ The 
General Society entitled to the advantages given by an Act of Parliament for 
advancing a sum not exceeding two millions for the service of the crown of 
England,” the individual members of which Society were to have the sole trade 
to the East Indies until the expiration of three years’ notice after the 29th 
September 171.1, and the repayment of the £2,000,000, provided always that 
nothing in the Act contained should extend to hinder or restrain the old Company 
from trading within the limits of their Charters until the 29th September 1701. 

In pursuance of the provisions of this Statute, a Commission was issued under 
date the 14th July 1098 (10 William III), authorizing Hugh Boscawen am: others 
to take subscriptions, and the required amount having been subscribed, the General 
Society was incorporated by a Charter, dated the 3rd September of the same year. 

IN either this Charter, nor the Commission of the 14th July, has Seen printed 
separately, but both of them, together with the Statute 9 and 10 William III, c. i i, 
are recited in the printed Charter, dated 5th September 1098, of the English 
Company trading to the East Indies, into which Company the greater part of the 
subscribers to the General Society had expressed their desire to be incorporated. 

The terms upon which this new Company was incorporated were it will be 
seen almost the same as those which had been granted to or imposed upon the old 
or London Company by their several Charters, but with the addition of a provision 
for the maintenance of ministers and schoolmasters. 

I he old C ompany, however, though not bound by such a provision in anv 
of their Charters, had fully recognised their responsibility in that respect. A 
Chaplain had always formed part, of the establishment at a principal station or 
factory, and various books of divinity were sont out from time to time. Among-.! 
others the Directors sent to Madras iu 1670 copies of “two useful treatises lately 
extant, one touching the existence of God, and the other against popery.’’ In 
1677 considering that they had at Madras many married families and , 'lildiv 
they sent out a schoolmaster who was to teach all the children to read En.glMi 
and to write and cipher gratis, and to instruct them in the principles of tin 
Protestant religion. They also sent to Madras in the same }ear, a- supply of bil-.Jes 
and catechisms, aid authorised the Council when any should be able to repe u 
the catechism by heart to give to each of thorn two rupees lor ( In >V encourage.nnu 
Nor did they shrink from reminding their servants of thei’ duty, lor m vhou 
general letter to Madras of the 18th February 1691, they desired their Prostdon 
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Mr. Yale, -whom God had blessed with so great an estate in their service, to set 
on foot the building of a church for the Protestant black people and Portuguese, 
and the slaves which served them, who had then no place to hear the word of God 
preached in a language which they understood, and therefore were necessitated 
to go to the Popish churches, whereas if they had God’s word preached to them 
in the Portuguese language according to the Protestant doctrine and the prayers 
of the Church of England they would as readily frequent the Protestant churches 
as the Popish chapels ; and on the 22nd January 1692 they wrote that they were 
about to send out two Ministers, who had applied themselves to the learning of 
the Portuguese language, and had made considerable progress therein; “We 
designing them to be Ministers of the new Portuguese church which we have 
dosired you to cause to be built by the bounty of such as shall be inclined to 
forward so good a work.” 

The provisions contained in the Charter of the English Company for the 
supply of saltpetre were afterwards modified by the Statutes 1 Anne, St. 1, c. 12 
and 31 George III, c. 42. 

There Were thus in existence .towards the close of the seventeenth centui’y 
two rival East India Companies, the old Company, with a view to carrying, on 
theii trade after the 29th September 1701 under the privilege of private-adventure 
allowed by the Charter of the General Society, having invested £315,000 in the 
Society’s Stock. There were also a few independent merchants, who, as members 
of the General Society, were entitled to trade to the East Indies on their own 
account. 

In April 1700 the old Company succeeded in obtaining a private Act of 
Parliament (11 and 12 William III, c. 4), continuing them a Corporation until 
payment of the £2,000,000 advanced by the General Society; and the passing of 
this Act, and the grant to the old Company about the same timo of a Commission 
authorizing the trial in India of the pirates whose squadrons under the notorious 
C < ptain Kidd had blockaded the trade on both coasts of. India, were thought of so 
much importance that a special messenger was despatched overland to Bombay 
wuh authentic copies of the Act and Commission, and it was ordered that if he 
Ju/ ld arrive by the 81st August be was to receive a remuneration of £700, but if 
later than that date of £800 only. 

The old Company having thus secured their position began to pay attention 
to the proposals for a coalition which had been made by the new Company almost, 
'■ora the time of their incorporation and an agreement was come to about the 
beginning of 1702 the terms of which wore embodied in three deeds, all dated on 
the 22nd. July of that year. The first was a preliminary deed executed by the 
managers for both Companies, whereby it was arranged that the equipments of the 
two Companies, for the next season, should remain under t-ho management of tlioir 
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respective Directors ; aud the second and third are printed in this volume. The 
latter is particularly interesting as showing the possessions of the two Companies 
at that time, but it is disappointing that a blank is left for the number of houses 
in “ the lai’ge city built upon the territory belonging to Fort St. George; ” especially 
as the books of assessment prepared by order of Governor Macrae, which would 
probably have thrown some light on the subject, do not appear to have been 
preserved. 

In 1706 (4 Anne) a Charter, dated 20th August of that year, but which has not 
been printed, was granted by the Queen to the London Company releasing them, 
for the better enabling them to bring home the effects they had abroad, from all 
offences against 9 and 10 William III, c. 44, in omitting to do anything required 
by that Statute since the 22nd July 1702, the date -of the three last-mentioned 
deeds. Little progress however was made with the amalgamation till the follow¬ 
ing year when the expenditure required to maintain the War of the Spanish 
Succession having exhausted the public resources, the Government was driven to 
the expedient of calling for aids from every corporation, and amongst others fr*m 
the two East India Companies. The Earl of Godolphin, at this time Lord IIAh 
Treasurer of Great Britain and Chief Minister of Finance, required from them a 
loan to the public of £1,200,000, and it was determined not only to accede to his 
demand, but to refer to his arbitration dll matters remaining in dispute between 
the two Companies. With these objects the Companies were empowered by 6 Anne, 
c. 17, to raise £1,200,000 by subscription of the Proprietors, rhe amount so raised 
being taken as an addition to the English Company’s Capital Stock of £2,000,00", 
but no addition being made to the annual payment of £160,000 to the Company by 
way of interest, so that the effect of tho operation was not only to put an additional 
sum of £1,200,000 into the Treasury, but to reduce the rate of interest on the total 
amount of £3,200,000 from eight to five per cent. The right to the exclusive 
trade was continued until the expiration of three years’ notice after tho 26th March 
1726, and repayment of the £3,200,1)00 ; the English Company were authorized to 
borrow £1,500,000 in addition to any amount, which might previously have been 
lawfully borrowed on their Common Seal and to acquire so much of the General 
Society’s Stock as 3till remained in the bands of persons who hod not become 
Members of the Company, and which now amounted to no more than £7,200 ; and 
all matters in difference between tho two Companies (thenceforward to be called the 
United Company of Merchants of England trading to tho East-Indies) were referred 
to the determination of Lord Godolphin. 

Lord Godolphfn’s award, which is printed in this volume, was made on the 
29th September 1708, and in pursuance thereof the following deeds were executed 
and Charters granted. The foreign debts due to tho London Companv were 
assigned to the Queen by an Indenture, dated 27th October 1708, and transferred 
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to the English Company by a Charter dated the 22nd April 1709 ; the home debts 
were assigned to Her Majesty by an Indenture dated 21st March 1708-9 and 
granted by Letters Patent dated the 15th August 1710 to Trustees for the London 
Company, and the London Company’s Charters and right to be a body politic or 
corporate -were surrendered by a Deed Poll dated the 22nd March 1709, which 
surrender was accepted by Letters Patent, dated the 7th of May in the same year. 
The Charter of the 22nd April 1709 and the Queen’s acceptance of the surrender of 
the old Charters are printed in this volume. 

In 1712 the Company’s exclusive right to trade with the East Indies was 
continued by 10 Anne, c. 28, till the expiration of three years’ notice after the 25th 
March 1733. 

In 1716 a Proclamation was issued against Interlopers, and in 1718 an Act 
(5 George 1, c. 21) was passed, empowering the Company to seize such offenders, 
and to send them to England for punishment. This Act was originally intended 
to remain in force for only five years, but was kept alive by 9 George I, c. 26, 
5 George II, c. 29, 13 George III, c. 18, and 20 George II, c. 47, till the 25th 
March 1780, when it was allowed peaceably to expire. 

By 7 George I, c. 5, the Company were authorized to borrow money on their 
Common Seal to an amount not exceeding at any one time the sum then due to 
them from the public and not more than £5,000,000 in tho whole; and further 
penalties upon Interlopers were imposed by 7 George I, St. 1, c. 21, which was 
followed in the spring of 1723 by 9 George I, c. 26, prohibiting His Majesty’s 
subjects from subscribing to an East India Company in the Austrian Netherlands, 
and making further provisions for securing the legal trade. 

This brings us to the Charter of the 24th September 1720 (13 George I), by 
which Municipalities and Mayor’s Courts were established at Madras, Bombay and 
Calcutta, in compliance with tho wish of the Directors, as intimated in their letter 
to Bengal of the 17th February 1726 to get the management of the civil affairs as 
near as could be agreeable to the practice and methods of the Mayor’s Court at 
Fort St. George. With this despatch were transmitted “various books of instruc¬ 
tion for the proceedings of tin new Court in al! actions and suits, as well civil 
u .3 criminal, and in proving of Wills, and granting of Letters of Administration of 
Intestates’ Estates, together with the forms of the several oaths directed by the 
Charter to bo taken, which books were compiled with great caro and with the 
advice and assistance of the ablest, lawyers in the several branches of business 
therein treated of.” No copies of these books can be found in the Tndia Office, 
though duplicates appear to have been sent out on tho 24th January 1753, but there 
m reason to believe that in one of them the doctrine was first laid down that by the 
Chari., v of 1720 all the Common and Statute Law at that time extant in England 
was introduced into the Indian Presidencies. and all Parliamentary enactments 
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passed since that period excluded unless expressly extended to I' n

In 1730, the time after which three years notice might bi gnenloi deter 
mining the Company’s exclusive privileges was extended by S George It , 0. H. to 
the 25tli March 1766, upon condition that the rate of interest on the £8, M OOO 
due to them by tlie State should bo reduced from five to lour per cent, and . «t 
they should contribute £200,000 to the public service. It was also enacted m 
the same year by 3 George II, o. 20, that the annuity or mterest at

5; and tbe time alter which throe years notice 
might be given for the determination of them exclusive privileges was extended

By 23 George D, c. 22, the Company in consideration < f the agree.ug ^ t-a 

interest on the £2,000,000 and £1,200,000 first advanced by fVm, being 
tc three per cent., the same rate as that at wbich the S1.00MO0 W ta* 
to 1744, were . mpowered to raise £4,200,000 by sale of part el V 
representing such interest, and known as East India Annuities. The money se 
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raised was to be applied in discharge of the Bond Debt, but the power of borrowing 
given by previous Statutes was confirmed. 

Meantime Madras bad been taken by tbe French in September 1746, and was 
held by them till 1749, when it was restored under the Treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle. 
This, as stated in the Charter of 8th January 1753 (26 George II), put an end to the 
Mayor’s Court at Madras, and as it had been found by experience that there were 
-ome defects in the Charter of 1726, a new one was granted for all the three 
presidencies. The event therein provided for of the Company’s losing for a time 
the possession of any of their principal settlements was not long of occurring. 
Calcutta was taken by Suraj-ud-Dowlali on the 20th June 1756 and continued in 
his occupation till the 2nd January 1757, when it was recovered by the united 
forces of the Crown and the Company under Colonel Clive and Admiral Watson. 
One moiety of the booty then taken was granted to the Company by the Charter, of 
i 9th September 1757 (31 George II) under the circumstances therein mentioned : 
and on the 14th January 1758 His Majesty granted to the Company all booty taken 
oy their ships and forces, and the disposal of any fortresses or territories acquired 
by them from any of the Indian Princes or Governments. 

This is the last Charter granted directly by the Crown to the Company, for 
that can hardly be said of the Commissions issued in 1761 for trying pirates and 
which are included in the list of unprinted Charters. 

It is true that by subsequent Charters, Bishops, Supreme Courts, and the like, 
have been established, but these Charters have all been founded upon Acts 
of Parliament, and it is the Statute Book that must be turned to for further 
information about the privileges of the Company and its final abolition.

252 AMENDED CHARTER OF MAYOR’S COURTS [8tH JaN. 


CHARTER granted to the UNITED COMPANY of MERCHANTS of 
ENGLAND, Trading to the East-Indies, 


Bearing Date the Eighth of January, in the Twenty-sixth Year of the Reign 
of GEORGE il, Anno Domini, One Thousand Seven Hundred and Fifty- 
three. 

/AEORGE the Second, by the Grace of God, of Great-Britain, France, and 
Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, &c. To all to whom these 
Presents shall come, Greeting: \V hereas Our \\ ell-beloved Subjects, The 
United Company of Merchants of England, Trading to the East-Indies, for 
several Years before the granting of the Charter first herein after mentioned, 
had. by a strict and equal Distribution of Justice within the Towns, Forts, 
Factories and Places belonging to the said Company in the East-Indies, and 
other Parts beyond the Cape of Good Hope to the Straights of Magellan, very 
much encouraged, not only Our own Subjects, but likewise the Subjects of 
other Princes, and the Natives of the adjacent Countries, to resort to and 
set tie in the said Towns, Forts, Factories and Places, for the better and more 
convenient carrying on of Trade, by which means some of the said Towns, 
Factories and Places, were become very populous, and especially the Town or 
Place anciently called Chinapainam, now called Madraspatnam , and Fort St. 
George, on the Coast of Chofomandel, and also the Towns, Factories or Places, 
called Bombay, on the Island of Bombay, and Fort William, in Bengal, in the 
said East-Indies, and Parts aforesaid.

thereby ordain, direct, establish and appoint, that there should be, for ever 
thereafter, within the said Town or Factory of Madraspatnam aforesaid, One 
Body Politick and Corporate, by the Name of the Mayor and Aldermen of 
Madraspatnam ; and that there should be also, for ever then after, within the 
Town or Factory of Bombay, on the Island of Bombay , One other Body 
Politick and Corporate, by the Name of the Mayor and Aldermen of Bombay ; 
and that there should be, for ever then after, also, within the Factor} of 
Fort 11 illiam, in Bengal, One other Body Politick and Corporate, by the Name 
of the Mayor and Aldermen of Calcutta , at Fort William, in Bengal, the said 
Places or Factories being all within the Limits of Trade, granted unto and 
vested in the said Company, by Virtue of several Acts of Parliament and 
Letters Patents in that Behalf. 

And Our said 'Royal Father was further graciously pleased, in and by And Courts oi 
His said Letters Patents, for Ilimself, His Heirs and Successors, to ordain, 
direct and appoint, that the Mayor and Aldermen of Madraspatnam, the 
Mayor and Aldermen of Bombay, and the Mayor and Aldermen of Calcutta, at 
Fort William, in Bengal, aforesaid, respectively, for the. Time being, should 
severally, for ever thereafter, be, and they were thereby constituted Courts of 
Record, by the several and respective Names of the Mayor’s Court at Madras- 
patuam ; the Mayor’s Court at Bombay ; and the Mayor’s Court of Calcutta, at 
Fort William, in Bengal ; with Power to hold Pleas in Civil Causes, and 
likewise to grant Probate of Wills, and Letters of Administration : And 
further, that the Governor or President, and Five Senior of the Council, for 
the Time being, at each of the Places aforesaid, according to their respective 
Precedencies, should be Justices of the Peace, and should also have Power to 
act as Justices of the Peace, and as Commissioners of Oyer and Terminer, and 
General Gaol Delivery ; arid that they, or any Three or more of them (whereof 
the Governor or President, or in his Absence, the Senior of tlio Council, at 
the respective Places or Factories aforesaid, to be One) might, hold Sessions of 
the Peace, and should and might hold Courts of .Record, in Nature of Courts 
of Oyer and Terminer, and Gaol Delivery, for trying and punishing such 
Offenders, and Offences, as in the said Letters Patents are moution<>d; and 
might do all other Acts as Justices of the Peace, and Commissioners of Oyer 
and Terminer, and Gaol Delivery, usually and legally did, with such Powers, 
Jurisdictions and Authorities, and under such Regulations, and Restrictions, as 
in the said Letters Patents are at large mentioned, inserted, or contained. 
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Successors, for ever, all such Fines, Amerciaments, Forfeitures, Penalties and 
Sums of Money whatsoever, as had been or should he ordered, charged, 
adjudged, set, or imposed, in or by the said respective Courts, or by the said 
Justices of the Peace, Commissioners of Oyer and Terminer, and Gaol Delivery, 
or any of thgm, or otherwise howsoever, by V irtue or in Pursuance of any of 
the Powers, Grants, Privileges or Authorities, in the said Letters Patents 
mentioned, upon any Person or Persons, for or by Reason of any Contempts, 
Misdemeanors or Offences whatsoever, To have, hold, receive, levy, sue for, 
recover and enjoy the same, in as large and ample Manner, to all Intents and 
Purposes as We, Our Heirs or Successors, could or might have had, held, 
received/levied, sued for, recovered and enjoyed the same, if the said Letters 
Patents had not been made, without any Account, or any other Matter or 
Thing, to be rendered or paid for the same, to Us, Our Heirs and Successors. 

And whereas The said United Company of Merchants of England , Trading 
to the East-Indies, by their humble Petition, have represented unto Us, that 
*in or about the Month of September, One Thousand Seven Hundred and 
Forty-six, We being then engaged in a War with the French King, the French 
besieged and took the said Town of Madraspatnam, and turned out all Our 
Subjects, Inhabitants thereof, and continued in the Possession of the said 
Town until the same was restored unto them, in Consequence of the Treaty of 
Peace lately concluded at Aix la Chapdle between Us and the French King, 
and that by Reason of such the Possession of the French , the Mayor, and all 
or most of the Persons who at that Time were Aldermen of the said Town, 
were dispersed, and are since either dead or returned to Great-Britain, or 
settled in other Parts of India, whereby, as they wero advised, the said 
Mayors Court at Madraspatnam, and all and every the Powers and Authori¬ 
ties by the said first mentioned Letters Patents given or granted for the 
Administration of Justice in Civil Causes there, were dissolved, and at an 
End : And The said United Company, by their said Petition, further humbly 
represented unto Us, that they had lately resettled the said Town of' Madras- 
patnrm, and that it would be a great Encouragement to Persons to come and 
settle therein, if a proper and competent Power and Authority was established 
there: And that it bad been found by Experience that there were some 
Defects in the said first mentioned Charter, therefore, and that there might be 
an Uniformity in the Proceedings of the several Courts of Justice at the 
several Places and Factories aforesaid, they humbly besought Us to accept a 
Surrender of the said first mentioned Charter BO ^ranted to thorn, for erecting 
Courts and Jurisdictions, Civil and Criminal, at Fort St. George, at Bombay, 
and at Calcutta , at Fort William, in Bengal ; and also a Surrender of Our said 
Charter or Oruut of the lines arising to Us, at those Places; and that We 
would be gracious!; pleased to grunt them another (barter for erecting of her 
Courts or Jurisdiotione, ( ■ ’ and Criminal, with such Alterations from the 

former, and under such Regulations, as would tend to the better Adminis¬ 
tration of Justice in flu? Factories and Place* aforesaid, and their Depend¬ 
encies. 

And whereas by Indenture bearing Date the Sixth Day ot January, One 
Thousand Seven Hundred and Fifty-three, and made between l * of the One 
i ’art, and The said United Company of ihe other Pm.. end duly enrolled, The 
said United ('■nni r,>/, f or themselves and their Sucaissors, did surrender and 
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ield up unto TJs, Our Heirs and Successors, the Letters Patents granted by 
Our late Royal Father, bearing Date, at Westminster , the Twenty-fourth Day 
of September, in the Thirteenth Tear of His Keign ; and also Our said Letters 
Patents, bearing Date, at Westminster, the Seventeenth Day of November, in 
the First Year of Our Reign, and all and every the Franchises, Powers, Juris¬ 
dictions, Rights, Privileges, Benefits, Advantages and Emoluments whatsoever, 
given and granted unto The said United Company, or unto or for their Use or 
Benefit, in or by the said Letters Patents, so made and granted by Our late 
Royal Father ; and by the said Letters Patents so granted by Us, or either of 
them; and by the same Indenture, We did, for Ourselves, Our Heirs and 
Successors, accept of such Surrenders, under a Condition that such Surrenders 
should be of no Force, or Effect, until Thirty Days next after the Arrival, at 
the respective Places and Factories aforesaid, of such Charters as We did 
intend to grant, and should grant, for the erecting and holding of Courts of 
Justice, both Civil and Criminal, at the Places and Factories aforesaid
